NEW TORK, Feb. 5.—Leaving a 
death toll of from IO to 12 persons in 
its wake, the worst blizzard experi­ 
enced here in six years blew out to 
sea today while the city began to dig 
its way out of wind-swept snowdrifts 
encouraged by a forecast of fair 
weather.

There were five deaths in the city 
and at least as many reported on 
small crafts caught in 
the storm at sea.

General Sargent's "gag rule,” applied 
to assistant attorneye generals and 
other officials In the department of 
justice, has been extended to Include 
United State* attorney* and marshals.

mont, bars any official or employe of 
the department of Justice, whether in 
Washington or in the field, from pub*;

WINE AND BEER FIGHT GOES INTO CONGRESS AS EPISCOPAL CHURCHMEN SCORES DR. EMPRINGHAM

WASHINGTON.

5. — Atter 
years of guerrilla warfare in the press, 
rostrum and pulpit, the wet and dry 
fight over modifying American proht- 


j bltion will be carried direct Into the 
halls of congress within three weeks. 
This development In the long prohi­ 
bition war was assured today when 
Senator Waiter E. Edge, Republican, 
of New Jersey, wet leader, announced 
that the senate judiciary committee 
will begin public hearings upon his 
2.75 per cent beer bill during the last 
week of February. 
A hundred wit­ 
nesses will be summoned to plead for 


modification of the Volstead act and 
a hundred more probably will appear 
to defend the dry law. 
The hearings 
may run six weeks. 
Not hopeful of victory 
but en­ 
couraged by the recent action of the 
Protestant Episcopal Church Temper­ 
ance society In urging modification of 
the dry law, the senatorial “wet” bloc 
will enter the hearings with the ulti­ 
mate goal of forcing a national refer­ 
endum upon prohibition. At the beer 
hearings, the wets will lay the basis 
for subsequent battles 
while broad­ 
casting to the world what they believe 
to be the fallings of prohibition. 


Dry leaders welcomed the announce­ 
ment. 
Senator Willis’ Statement. 
"Both sides of the prohibition ques­ 
tion will be shown to the public,” said 
Senator Willis, Republican, of Ohio, a 
dry leader. 
“The drys will show by 
government records that prohibition 
can be enforced, that it has brought 
national*’ prosperity 
to America and 
has wiped out the evils that existed 
under the old intolerant saloon sys­ 
tem. 
Personally, I would be glad to 
see the Edge bill reported to the sen­ 
ate, because it w^ouVd be defeated by 
a 6 to I rote and the effort to modify

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Rural School Parents 
A joint committee of the National Education association and 
the American Medical association has stated that 
the country 
school house is the worst, the most insanitary and inadequate type 
of building in the whole country, including not only buildings for 
human beings, but also those used for domestic animals. 
“Rural school children are less healthy and are handicapped 
by more physical defects than are the children of the cities, includ­ 
ing even the children of the slums. 
This is a pretty strong indictment. But a survey of New 
York state demonstrated that the county with the highest stand­ 
ards of rural school conditions came up only to 25 per cent of what 
are considered minimum reuirements for health and safety in 
schools. 
Dr. S. Josephine Baker, who took part in one of these sur­ 
veys, reports in The Country Gentleman that the answers of 
teachers as to the greatest need of country schools were practically 
unanimous. "Interest taken by parents" was their vote. 
The easy-going rural parent may say: “Well, we never had 
any such frills when we were young. I don’t know as our kids 
need anything better than we had." 
But what is the use in living, if one cannot improve conditions 
and environment, for the generations as they come along? 


Old-Fashioned Games 
The movement for the revival of old-fashioned dances may 
lead to the revival of old-fashioned games in general. 
There is already a pronounced polarity for such antique pas­ 
times as checkers and quoits. That may bo a mere startei. Once 
people begin thinking seriously about the ways in which their par­ 
ents and grandparents amused themselves, they may go far in 
that direction. This is a conservative age, anyway, in many re­ 
spects. Why not conservatism in amusements? 
There does seem to be a growing demand for the “old stuff." 
A recreation council in one of the cities has arranged a training 
course to meet tile needs of church organizations, fraternities and 
various other social groups that want entertainment f o i adults and 
young both, other than dancing and card playing. 
The course includes training in march figures, active and 
quiet games of many kinds, tricks and stunts, paper and pencil 
Barnes, singing and folk games, community singing, charade* and 
pantomimes, games for mixed groups and hints on game leader­ 
ship. 
The first thing we know, we may all be spinning the plate 
again, playing charades and doing parlor-magic stunts.

C. Baggarly, proudly says that it is 
the first of such societies to attem pt 
to compile a register which includes 
a roster of membership, constitution 
and by-laws and purpose of society, 
and biographies of officers. 
Perhaps the thing about this society 
which is interesting to all others is 
that Its constitution provides that it 
shall sponsor the organization of 
a 
society of state societies for the pur­ 
pose of building a club house which 
may be used by all the societies for 
their regular meetings. As it is now 
they hold their meetings in various 
hotel ball rooms, auditoriums, or club 
rooms. 
It seems it would be further 
carrying out the will of our forefath­ 
ers as incorporated in 
the national 
constitution, if these societies might 
be 
banded together for a common 
purpose.

SENDING OF MOVIES 
BY WIRE DIFFICULT 


Inventor of Light Cell Used 
by Cables Explains. 


New York.—The chief difficulty In 
, the transmission of motion pictures by 
j wire, says V’. K. Zworykin of the West- 
i inghouse research laboratories, Is that 
of subdividing the field Info small 
enough unit* for transmission, so that 
when they are enlarged upon a screen 
they present a definite image of the 
object. 
Zworykin Is the inventor of the 
light cell by which light Impulses are 
translated Into mechanical operations. 
He finds the problem of motion picture 
transmission theoretically possible, but 
the mechanical difficulties are by no 
means overcome. 
Another year may 
result in a solution. 
The light cell, which Is a combina­ 
tion of the principle in the radio tube 
and a photo-electric phenomenon dis­ 
covered years ago by Ho I wadi. is now 
used successfully bv the All-American 


('ables for printing cable dispatches 
sent across the Atlantic. The electric 
impulse coming across the cable is so 
alight that hitherto it ha-- been Impos­ 
sible to use mechanical printers to re­ 
cord the dispatches. 
Liflht Cell Catches Ray. 
The light cell catching the ray of 
light reflected from n mirror galvan­ 
ometer, sensitive to the smallest elec­ 
trical impulses, translates 
the 
light 
rays Into electrical 
Impulses 
strong 
enough to operate 
printing 
devices. 
which record the dots and dashes. 
llalwnch discovered that the impact 
of light upon certain alkaline metals 
produced an electrical effect. 
Later 
experimenters showed that the light 
rays caused electrons to he discharged 
from the metal. 
In the Zworykin light cell, a thin 


coating of (lie metal upon which the 
light acts is placed in a position such 
that the discharged electrons will add 
their Impulse to the circuit In the 
radio bulb and permit current to flow. 
The process of amplification Intensifies 
the current to a point capable of oper­ 
ating mechanical devices. 
Used for Transformers. 
The light cell also is used now In 
substation transformers on lines upon 
which heavy electrical currents are 
carried to detect smoke in case of fire, 
mechanically set off fire-extinguishing 
devices and notify the nearest station 
from which employees can be sent to 
remedy the trouble. 
Mr. Zworykin said that the light cell 
was beginning to find wide application 
in Industry. Among other things, it is 
used mechanically to test the filaments 
of radio tubes. It enables them to be 


marfufactureu with a uniformity which 
no other method of testing makes pos­ 
sible. 
The Inventor lins an appartus in his 
home by which the electric lights are 
automatically turned on at dusk by 
employing the light cell. He said that 
the draughts in the furnace might be 
automatically opened as easily with 
the rising of the sun.

M a r y l a n d Governor’s 
Hat in Ring for 
Third Term. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 5. — Gov. Al­ 
bert €. Ritchie's formal announcement 
that he will be a candidate for a third 
term as governor of Maryland was in­ 
terpreted by capital politicians today 
as tantamount to a declaration that 
Ritchie s hat is in the ring for the 
Democratic nomination for president 
in 1928. 
Moreover, they believe he stands as 
good or a better chance of being the 
nomineee 
than any other 
Democrat 
now on the political horizon, barring, 


of course, unforseen developments dur- 
ing the next year and a half. 
The Maryland governor’s decision to 
stand Again for re-election to the state 
house rather than for the United 
States senate was reached after long 
and careful consideration, and after 
extensive consultation with some of 
the Democratic warwlcks who are 
even at this early date backing him as 
a compromise between the Smith and 
McAdoo factions of the party. 
Gov. Ritchie was given his choice of 
the senatorial or gubernatorial nomi­ 
nations, it being generally conceded, 
even by Republicans, that either nom­ 
ination in his case was equivalent to 
election. 
Gov. Ritchie has been de­ 
scribed as the “Al Smith*’ of Maryland 
politics. He is the only man in Mary­ 
land’s history to have twice been her 
governor.

COLUMBUS, 
Feb. 
6.—There are 
200,000 fewer hogs on Ohio farms to­ 
day than there were a year ago. This 
represents a decrease of 9 per cent. 
Horses 
decreased 
more than 6 per 
cent In number In Ohio during the 
same period and cattle 2 per cent. 


Sheep Increased in number by mere 
than 40,000. 
This was the report made today by 
C. J. West. agricultural statistician of 
the state federal crop reporting ser­ 
vice. 
"The total number of hogs In Ohio 
is now estimated at 2,203,000, while a 
year ago It was 2,241,000,” Mr. West 
announced.

It is the belief of political observ­ 
ers th at the K ato m inistry, In present­ 
ing a budget totalling 48,000,000 yen. 
m ore than tho budget for 1925, played 
into the hands of its political oppon­ 
ents. 
The 
presen t cabinet gained 
office and has held it largely on its 
prom isese of retrenchm ent in govern­ 
m ental expenditure. 
Elections Coming 
W ith a general election early in 
1926 alm ost a certainty, it is pointed 
out, opposing political parties will not 
fail to call attention to the fact th a t 
the so-called "econom y” cabinet has 
offered the nation its biggest financial 
budget.

Than Virginia. 


Sacramento, Cal.—For 75 years the 
Golden state has been trying to be­ 
come known as the laud of cotton, and 
at last Its efforts are meeting with a 
success as striking as were some of 
Its early failures. 
Figures of the federal Department 
of Agriculture disclose that for sev­ 
eral years California has produced 
more cotton thnn Virginia, the oldest 
cotton-producing state; that Califor­ 
nia’s average yield per acre is the 
highest of any cotton-producing state, 
anti that California acala cotton sells 
at n premium on the cotton markets 
of the United Sfates. 
It was not always thus. 
In 1851. when farmers were still 
throwing away their plows to Join the 
rush for California gold, T. O. Selby 
received some cottonseed from Missis­ 
sippi and planted it on his ranch just 
outside the city of Sacramento. Three 
years later the Sacramento Union ac­ 
knowledged on Its editorial page the 
receipt of “ a lot of beautiful cotton” 
grown on the Selby ranch. 
It quoted 
Mr. Selby as saying that only the 
high price of labor prevented Califor­ 
nia from becoming within a few years 
‘‘one of the heaviest cotton-producing 
states In the republic." 
Under the lash of World war devel­ 
opment Imperial valley's cotton pro­ 
duction 
expanded 
prodigiously 
nnd 
tempted other districts to try growing 
on a commercial scale. 
The first Im­ 
portant San Joaquin valley production 
was In 1018 and expansion was so 
rapid that In 1925 more than half the 
state’s cotton acreage was In this re­ 
gion. Last year the state had an acre­ 
age of 172,000, the average yield be­ 
ing estimated at 351 pounds per acre

Washington. 
— “Phosphorescence 
bright enough to make newspaper 
beedi I nos readable, which was recent­ 
ly encountered by the navy aircraft 
lender Patoka In the Gulf of Mexico, 
is a fairly common phenomenon In 
many parts of the world," says a bul* 
latin from the Washington (D. C.) 
headquarters of the National Geo­ 
graphic society. 
“The ghostly, eerie 
Are of the waves, however, has noth­ 
ing to do with the substance that goes 
Into tho manufacture of matches, de­ 
spite a remarkable resemblance and 
an obvious derivation of name. 
“For, although sea water contains 
salts of phosphorus, called phosphates, 
It has no free, uncombined quantities 
of the element. Luminescence, the 
name preferred by recent Investiga­ 
tors. Is a more appropriate term, as 
the light is largely the result of the 
oxidizing, or burning, of minute par­ 
ticles of dead animal and vegetable 
matter, the oxygen being derived from 
amal! amounts dissolved In sea water. 
In addition there la a phosphor­ 
escence 
of 
living 
organisms. 
Sev­ 
eral varieties of protophyta, tiny aln- 
gle-ccll plants that float on the surface 
of the water, diffuse the dull glow 
called ‘milky sea' In the Far Fast, or 
•white water’ of the Gulf of Aden. 
Certain forms of bacteria are also lu­ 
minescent, and are often visible on 
saad and on Ash oast up by the sea. 
This glow Is not due to deony, for 
when decay sets In, Its luminescence 
ceases. 
“Some forms of sea fire are highly 
Incandescent, giving off an Intense, 
Almost white, light. Sometimes it Is 
anticult to believe that one would not 
have one’s Angers burned by touching 
It. Others are golden yellow, blue, 
and even red and green, giving weird, 
uncanny effects on dark nights. 
If 
may have been from some such in­ 
spiration that Coleridge drew Hie ‘at­ 
mosphere’ for ‘The Ancient Mariner.’ 
“Norwegian 
fishermen 
distinguish 
between two kinds of the phenomenon: 
‘dead phosphorescence’ and ‘Ash phos­ 
phorescence.’ The former resembles 
■tars in a clear sky, myriads of liny, 
nearly Invisible, points omitting a 
scintillating 
light; 
now 
Increasing. 
now decreasing, In Intensify. 
‘Fish 
phosphorescence’ 
consists 
of great 
bubbles of light caused by Ash rush­ 
ing through the water. The fish dis­ 
turb 
minute phosphorescent organ­ 
isms, which flare up suddenly in re­ 
sponse to the irritation produced. 
“It Is the latter variety that so de­ 
lights the visitor to strange lands and 
waters. It la th^i phosphorescence 
that gives the midnight wave tops 
their brilliant sparkle as they break 
on the shore, or bathes the oar In a 
magic glow ss It ruffles the surface, or 
leaves the cometlike track of the stone 
dropped Into the wafer."

AMERICAN “ROCK HOUNDS" SEARCH 
STRANGE LANDS TO FIND GASOLINE 


NEW YORK.—Among tho citizens of 
America busily engaged in pushing 
back civilization’s frontiers in many 
lands Is a strange clan of men who 
walk about wielding a peculiar sort of 
hammer. The scientific name for this 
genus Is geologist, but they are more 
familiar called “rock hounds.” 
“American oil companies.” says a 
recent bulletin of the American 
Re­ 
search Foundation, “have a farflung 
army of scientists, 
mostly youngish 
men, who are penetrating tho Jungles 
of the tropics, the ice-bound reaches 
of the Arctic, the sands of the des­ 


serts and even poking around in sub­ 
merged lands and swamps. 
“These men are the advance guard 
of the great oil companies organiza­ 
tions. 
They feed on wild pigs, monk­ 
eys, lizards, and fish In the tropics, 
or occasionally put a bit of lead into 
a sea lion or walrus or polar bear in 
the north.

opening, separating the edges of tho 
tear and wearing thin, the edges of 
th# torn section.

WINE AND BEER FIGHT GOES INTO CONGRESS AS EPISCOPAL CHURCHMEN SCORES DR. EMPRINGHAM

rostrum and pulpit, the wet and dry 
fight over modifying American prohi­ 
bition will be carried direct into the 
halls of congress within three weeks. 
This development In the long prohi­

when 
Senator Walter E. Edge, Republican, 
of New Jersey, wet leader, announced 
that th© senate judiciary committee 
will begin public hearings upon his 
2.75 per cent beer bill during the last 
week of February. 
A hundred wit- 
nrsscs H ill be aum mooed to plead for 


modification of the Volstead act and 
a hundred more probably will appear 
to defend the dry law. 
The hearings 
may run six weeks. 
Not 
hopeful 
of 
victory 
but 
en­ 
couraged by the recent action of the 
Protestant Episcopal Church Temper­ 
ance society in urging modification of 
the dry law, the senatorial "wet” bloc 
will enter the hearings with the ulti­ 
mate goal of forcing a national refer­ 
endum upon prohibition. 
At the beer 
hearings, th* wets will lay the basis 
for 
subsequent battles 
while broad­ 
casting to the world what they believe 
to be the failings of prohibition. 


Dry leaders welcomed the announce­ 
ment. 
Senator WHI!•' Statement. 
“ Both sides of the prohibition ques­ 
tion will be shown to the public,” said 
Senator Willis, Republican, of Ohio, a 
dry leader. 
“The drys will show by 
government records that prohibition 
can be enforced, that It has brought 
national-* prosperity 
to America and 
has wiped out the evils that existed 
under the old intolerant saloon ays 
tem. 
Personally, I would be glad to 
see the Edge bill reported to the sen­ 
ate, because It ivonld be defeated by 
a 5 to I vote and the effort to modify 


the Volstead act might then be aban­ 
doned for a while.”

But a survey of New 
York state demonstrated that the county with the highest stand­ 
ards of rural school conditions came up only to 25 per cent of in hat 
are considered minimum reuirements for health and safety rn 
schools. 
Dr. S. Josephine Baker, who took part in one of these sur­ 
veys, reports in The Country Gentleman that the answers of 
teachers as to the greatest need of country schools were practically 
unanimous. “Interest taken by parents” was their vote. 
The easy-going rural parent may say: “Well, we never had 
any such frills when we were young.

and1 that California ucnla cotton sella 
at a premium on the cotton markcta 
of the United Afb tea. 
It leas not always thus. 
In I Sol, when farmers were still 
throwing away their plows to Join the 
rush fo r California gold, T. O. Selby 
received some cottonseed from Missis­ 
sippi and planted It on his ranch Just 
outside the city of Sacramento. Three 
years biter the Sacramento Union ac­ 
knowledged on its editorial page the 
receipt of " a lot of beautiful cotton*' 
grown on the Selby ranch.

opening, separating tha edges of the 
tear and wearing thin, the edges of 
the torn section. 
The heavy springs In the usual
